he Lords of His Majeſties priv Council Conſidering, that ſome of the Rebels in the 


Highlands may Convocat, and make Incurfions upen, and Waſte, Robe, and Ruine 
me ot His Majeſties | oyal and ell Affected Subjects, in ſundry parts of tl e Countrey g' _ 


Therefore the ſaids Lords, for preventing Depredations, and for Securing the 
Countrey from ſuch Inhumane Arcemprs for the future, Have appointed ſuch a number of 
Garriſons towards the Borders ot the High ands, in places moft convenient, as may ſerve 
to Secure the Peace anc Quiet of theſe Countreys, and fave His Majeſties good Subjects 
from the Depredations ot iuch Diſorderly Routs, and Incurfions of the ſaids Rebels; and 
have Ordered the neceſſary Proviſions for the Subſiſtence ot the ſaids Garriſons: And to 
the effect, all due Concurrence, and Aſſiſtance requ fit may be g ven, to the Commanders of 
the ſaios Garriſons, in Deſena ing the Countrey trom any Inroads from the Highlands, or in 
Attack ing ot any part of the Rebels approaching rowa:ds the Borders thereof, The ſaids 
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Lords Do, in Their Majeſties Name and Authority, Prohibite and Diſcharge all and ſun- 


iry the Leidges, from Harbouring, Reſetting, or Aﬀiſting any ot the ſaids Rebels, under 
dhe pain of Treaſon, as being Art and ait with them; And they o, in Nameand Au- 
thority toreſaid, Require ant Command all the Leidges, not only to give exact and timous 
Intimation to the Commanders ot the next Garriion, ot the appearance and approach ot a- 


ny of the ſaids Rebels, whether in a Body or Parties, That the (aids Garriſons may be ina 
read neſs, and g ve a Signal by Fyring of a Beacon upon the next moſt conſpicuous place of / 

the Countrey, to be in 2 poſture ot Detence of themſelves, and. theit Goods; But alſo up- 
on the ſaid Signal, all the Fencible-men within twelve miles ot the ſaid Garriſon, which 


give the Signal, fhall be obliged to repair in A1m+, with tour dayes Proviſion, to the next 


. Garriſon, and aſſiſt the Commanding Officer thereot, and to Proſecute ſuch Orders and 


Directions as they ſhall receive from the Comman ing Officers of the aid next adjacent Gar- 


' riſon, for Attacking of the Enemy, Expelling the Rebels, and Detending themielves, and 
their Couatrey, and preſerving and recovering thei Goods With Certification to ſuch as 
ſhall be Dc ficient, or negligent herein, or ſhall not do their outmoſt endeavour to ſtop the 


In falling ot the Rebels, and hinder them from carrying away the Spreath that (hall be 


taken by them, that they ſhall not only be lyable to the Parties whoſe Goods are ſo Rob 
and 
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Complyers with the ſaids Rebels, and puniſhed accordingly; And in caſe the In- fall or the 
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bed, and carryed off, for Reparation, but ſhall be holden and R epute as conniveis at, 
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Rebels ſhall happen to be of any con 'derable Force
